The Clatk-Fewell Murder. 


the following statement of John . 
Goodwin, the jailor at the time Clark 
was killed by Fewell : 

“Detore To went out of jail on the 
moraine of the Sist ultimo, starved to 
shut the front door, and Clark said, 
For God's sake, John, don't shut that 
outside door; Pll smother” Ithen left 
the door open. I was about one 
hundred yards off from the jatl, holding 
my horse while he was eating gruss, 
somewhere about 8 o’clock, when Mr. 
Valves called to me and told me to run 
to the jail as quick as possible; that 
somebody had killed Clark. When 1 
got there Clark was lying on the iron 
bedstead in his cell, with a crowd 
around the door, and I was informed 
that Rhoda Fewell had shot Clark.” 

A correspondent ot the Washington 
Chronicle, writing from Prince William 
about the recent murder, says: 

It may not be generally known that 
Fewell, at the time of his killing Clark, 
was under bonds for a breach of the 
peace, Fewell’s offence consisted in his 
entering in a violent and _ boisterous 
manner a gathering of ladies and gen- 
tlemen at Manassas village, in a public 
hall, where they had assembled to wit- 
uess certain pubhe exercises for the 
purpose of raising funds for building a 
church. He threatened to kill those 
who tried to restrain him, which frigh- 
tened the ladies so much that some 
fainted, while others fed. Ile was 
arrested, examined, and, for want of 
bail, ordered to be committed to jail; 
but on his way to jail, in charge ot two 
ofiicers, he escaped und fled to the 
woods, but finally he was retaken at 
Alexandria and taken to jail, where he 
finally was bailed by his friends.
